during a generation.

and we are only begumirg to realize 
how it alfects the banking and mercan­ 
tile credits of the country. 


it will be readily granted that the 
federal reservT; system has not created 
any new wealth. 


Its purpose is to afford 
additional 
currency when and where needed, to 
protect the member banks 
from un­ 
usual demands, to enable them to ex­ 
tend the necessary accommodations for 
heavy crop movements, and generally 
to net as a "co-operative agency in 
which, member banks for common pro- 
lection have pooled a portion of the 
money reserves previously held:in their 
vaults.'' 


Tho banking system of the past half 
century has been changed. 
The cus­ 
toms developed under the old system 
must be changed to conform to the 
jncwor organization, 
So you, will see 
tho principal element of change will 
lie in the naturo of the credit extended 
by member banks to its customers. The 
advances tinder the, former 
national 
banking system were, in form, 
short 
time loans, but in practice, often al­ 
lowed to run indeAnitely even if over­ 


due, 
so long as tho banker was deemed 
Holvent 
and the sucurity 
sufficient. 
And doubtless, by renewals, and other 
means, tho old timo practice will be 
continued, 
but with a gradual and 
growing demand that loans bo repaid 
ut maturity. 


The federal reserve banks are grad­ 
ually 
putting into 
effect 
new rules, 
which tho member bank.i must 
incor­ 
porate in their business. Tho national 
banks will bo required to not only 
limit the length of time in which a 
promissory 
note is payable, but will 
demand "annual fiimciiil statements," 
"profit and loss accounts," and other 
written evidence of solvency. 


Under the federal 
reserve 
system, 
commercial paper will be advanced to 
tho place long held by bonds, as tin." 
security underlying the federal reserve 
bank notes. It is for this reason that 
commercial paper will be more cure- 
fully analyzed, and required to be truly 
ti " l i q u i d " security. 


" B o n d s which have at any time been 


promissory note is not only good, but 
that he will pay it when it becomes 


due. 
In the past many 
manufacturers 
and wholesalers have received large ad­ 
vances from the commercial banks of 
a rather permanent character, because 
tho 
retailer has demanded 
extended 
credits, so that he in turn could grant 
the producer and cunsumer the same 
courtesy. 
Careless methods of credit 
merchandising were fostered under the 
old order of things. 


A reformation is taking place. I t is 
working downwards—from the federal 
reserve bank to the producer and con­ 
sumer. In this descending scale of edu­ 
cation a large burden of instruction 
will be placed upon the retailers of the 
country, for they are the men who will 
have to meet the public and teach the 
masses the new ruH'H 1')X credit set in 
motion highter up. 


Of necessity, therefore, the retailer, 
must 
improve 
and 
standardize the 
terms upon which his credit sales are 
made. Better credits must bo develop­ 
ed all down the line, and better credits 
mean credit limited in amount and lim­ 
ited in time, 


Theroioro, as a protection to his 
credit, the retail morchant must know, 
with greater certainty than heretofore, 
that his customer will not only pay his 
bills, but will pay them ywhen due. He 
must adjust his credit system to the 
newer fiscal system of tho country. In 
order to bring his business in align­ 
ment with our newer banking system 
he must require, from the buyer, prom­ 
issory notes, secured 
where 
possible, 
and payable upon a day certain, in set­ 
tlement for tho exceptional 
extension 
of credit and the overdue nccount. 


For these reasons, do not bo surpris­ 
ed if your banker asks you for a state­ 
ments and limits your promissory note 
to ninety days (or six months at most) 
when you next apply for a loan. Ho is 
simply getting his paper in shapo to 
protect you and me, nnd the rest of us, 
in case of necessity. 


When a merchant 
asks you for n 
promissory note, payable in thirty, six­ 
ty, or ninety days, to cover your over 
due account, do not be offended. Ho is 
merely passing the request along, for 
the wholesaler, manufacturer and bank­ 
er is demanding such notes of him. 


When the banker nnd merchant tells 
you of these things, don't get angry 
lie is not dunning you. lie is simply 
telling you. 


These new rules in the mutter of 
credits come from the federal reserve 
board in Washington, and you and I 
and everybody, must observe them ii 
buying goods on credit, or in making a 
bank loan.

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Not Ready For Non-Partisanism, 


Alhambra Advocate:: 
Non-partisanship in state arrairs must come 
up from the people rather than down from the governing powers at 
Sacramento. • That such sentiment is actually growing in California 
cannot be denied, but if it is rushed from headquarters there is liable 
to be a reaction. 
It is like the liejuor e|ne:ston. 
So long as the people 
themselves, through local option, are privileged to wage a gradual 
and effective campaign of education along the lines of total abstin­ 
ence the anti-saloon sentiment grows with marked rapidity, but when 
it is sought to put state-wide prohibition into effect before public 
opinion has fully ripened into acceptance of it, the game usually 
proves a losing one. We cannot make people good by legislation 
any more than we can make them accept non-partisanship by legis­ 
lation. 
When, by actual experience and local test they find non- 
partisanship is best for the community, they will be in a humor to 
extend it to the entire state. 


We can most of us remember Avhen party lines were so tensely 
drawn that even in city elections there would be two tickets in the 
field, democratic and Republican. 
But times have changed and aside 
from the very largest cities in the country men are: chosen by our 
municipalities without much regard for their political affiliations. 
In fact, other qualifications enter more largely into the fitness of men 
for municipal offices nowadays than in days gone by. If we are 
content to let this school of education along municipal lines widen 
into slate-wide action by the educatonal process we can have non­ 
partisan state elections without any effort whatever because the 
people will be ready for them. 
But, when a state administration 
in power upon a political basis, seeks to commit the voters to the 
non-partisan idea at one fell swoop, it is liable to leave the impression 
upon the public mind that a Progressive govern en* wants a non­ 
partisan law on the statute books for a selfish purpose, and we very 
much doubt if California will see it in any other light, regardless of 
how patriotic and unselfish the governor may be in this matter or 
how anxious he may be to do what he might consider the best thing 
for the people. 


Many of us who stand on the middle ground between rabid par- 
tisanism and a chaotic no-partyism, believe in going slow and allowing 
public opinion work out the solution through the campaign of educa­ 
tion which has been self-wrought by the lessons learned at the school 
of rotten politics throughout the nation and which has taken some of 
the foolishly extreme party loyalty out of our systems and opened 
our eyes to a more conservative policy in matters of government. 


• 
Taxes Pile Up In England. 


There will be no more immense fortunes piled up in England, 
either during the war or for many years after it. The income tax 
will effectually check their growth. 
The new taxes that are to be 
imposed on British citizens are as high as 33 1-3 per cent a year in 
the case of the larger incomes. It is said to be the highest tax ever 
imposed on a nation's wealth by a sooer, responsible government. 
The most daring adventure of this sort during the costly Napoleonic 
wars was a tax of 5 per cent on English incomes, and even that was 
repealed because of the indignation it ayoused. 
"We endured a 5 
per cent income tax in the §G's to help defray the expenses of the 
Civil war, but did it very unwillingly. 
The present British tax is 
more than four times as much as our maximum income tax at present. 


And that is only a beginning. 
It is intended merely for interest 
and sinking fund charges on the national debt. That debt, which was 
$4,000,000,000 before the war, will be $11,000,000,000 when the latest 
loan is completed. 
As the debt grows the tax rate will presumably 
grow with it. And the taxes- won't end with the war. Nobody can 
imagine when they will return to normal. 
And nobody is trying to. 
The British nation, like the other belligerents, simply shuts its eyes, 
empties its pockets, and borrows, borrows, borrows. 


In contemplating - the European spectacle, any American ©tight 
to.be ashamed to grumble about his taxes, particularly his income 
tax. 


TORRENS TRANSFER SYSTEM 


IS MEETING WITH FAyOR. 


AZTJSA LOTTERY BOARDS 


SEIZED BY OFFICERS 


\ Vote "Yes" On Number Five. 


On October 26 the people of California will have an opportunity 
, to make it possible for the legislature to establish a safe system of 
rural credits. 
Under the present constitution it is not possible to 
lend the credit of the state for that purpose. 
The proposed amend­ 
ment, which has been submitted to the people by the legislature, 
does not of itself, establish a rural credit system, but it makes it per­ 
missible for the legislature to pass an act, if it should decide to do so. 


The California Development Board is strongly in favor of any 
conservative system oE rural credit«, as u solution to many of the 
problems of land colonization, ns well as a means of relief to thou­ 
sands of small farmers now oil the ragged edge. 
It is therefore in 
favor of constitutional amendment No. '1 (No. 5 on the ballot) and 
urges everyone who has the welfare of the state at heart to vote for 
it and to interest others in doing so. Even if the amendment should 
pass, it would probably require four years before the rural credit 
system would be in operation. 
If the amendment should not pass, 
nothing could be done until another amendment is submitted to the 
state. 
The additional authority which the amendment would give 
is as follows: 


"The legislature shall have power to prY>vide for a system of land 
'colonization and may authorize the establishment of an adequate 
system of rural credits in aid of the agriculture of the state, including 
provisions for the issuance of bonds secured by first mortgages on 
farm real estate. 
Bonds so issued shall be exempt from taxation and 
shall be accepted as security for the deposit of public moneys. The 
legislature may provide for participation by the state in Such a system 
of rural credits by establishing a trust fund and may authorize 
the trustees of such fund to issue bonds upon the collateral or other 
securities of such fund, and may guarantee, on behalf of the state, 
the principal and interest of such bonds, and may authorize said trus­ 
tees to buy. sell and deal generally in rural credit bonds secured by 
Jirsl'mortgages on farm real estate, and may pass all laws that may 
be necessary to give full force and effect to the provisions of this 
section, anything in this constitution to the contrary notwithstand­ 
ing."—California Development Board Bulletin. 


Advocate** of the Torrens system of 
land transfers are greatly encouraged 
over the operation of the amended law 
which went into effect in this atate a 
short .time ago. 


In the last forty days nearly eighty 
Torrens transfers of title have been 
made in this county and actions to 
place between 200 and 300 more par­ 
cels of property under the law are now 
pending in the superior courts. 


The simplicity of the system and tlfe 
facility with which transfers can be 
made are features that are especially 
commending 
themselves to 
property 
owners. 


Instead of waiting several weeks for 
a title to a lot to bo examined and 
passed upon, a transfer under the Tor­ 
rens system can be completed in less 
than half an hour and at a total ex­ 
pense of $1 for recording the certifi­ 
cate. 
, . 


The 
present law in "this state was 
adopted us an initiative measure' pro­ 
posed by women's clubs and others in­ 
terested in the matter. 


C. L. Logan, county recorder, who 
has made a study of this subject for 
several years, was largely instrumental 
in drafting the measuro and in elim 
inating many of the defects contaiired 
in the old law. 


As 
a result of amendments which 
have been incorporatedj several of the 
burdensome items' of expense have>cith- 
er been greatly reduced or eliminated 
altogether. 


One of the provisions of ,the /pres' 
ent law. is that several property owners 
may join in an action in tho superior 
court to have their land or lots placed 
under tho operation of this law, thus 
enabling them to divide the expense of 
the jnitiul proceedings. 


They also are relieved of the pre­ 
vious requirement to furnish a map 
in case a surveyor's plat of the prop­ 
erty is on file. 


Another provision is that where an 
owner has been in actual or adverse 
possession for more than five years 
he need not furnish on abstract of title 
in the initinl proceedings. 


The records are in such compact form 
that it is an easy and simple matter to 
gain information as to the exact sta­ 
tus of title to any piece of property 
within a few minutes. 


Determined to clean up all forms of 
lottery in the county, Captain J. D 
Hunter, chief of the district attorney's 
secret service department, 
seized' 
a I 
large 
quantity of 
prizes offered in j 
'punch boards" at Azusa. 


The "punch board''.system" of dis­ 
tributing prizes was eliminated some 
time ago from Los Angeles city. The 
county authorities also tabooed it. 


Despite these orders prohibiting the 
use of "punch boards" throughout the 
county, Captain Hunter said, many of 
them have been installed in grocery 
stores, pharmacies and other places. 
When the county officials ordered the. 
boards from one place the company 
owning 
and operating them 
simply 
transferred the boards to another loca­ 
tion. 


Discovering 
a 
number 
of 
these 
boards in operation in Azusa, Captain" 
Hunter confiscated them, together with 
their stock of prizes, and took the 
whole outfit to the district attorney's 
office. 
Among the prizes are $2.50 gold 
pieces used as-' watch 
fobs, 
jeweled 
knives and other articles. 


'We 
are going to make it wholly 
unprofitable for the. Los AhgeleB firm 
that is operating this device," said 
Captain 
Hunter, "and our method, 
hereafter, will be confiscation of the 
property wherever it is found. 
The 
"punch boards" constitute a form of 
lottery and therefore are illegal. The 
city and county have prohibited their, 
use. 
I.'nv going to clean them, up abt 
solutely."

There is one little pertinent argument which has been offered for 
the proposed $2,8f>0,000 road bonds which we would like to plat"

before the people of this vicinity. 
While there is but little opposition 
here to this bond issue, the knowledge of the following facts will 
make better boosters of those who are now favoring it. 


Pjiriuy;. .the past., the county harflenMed in the neighborhood of 


twenty-six cents on the hundred dollars"'for'*uew' ptu'iiianent road 
work annually. 
This has been a direct tax and under it the road 
department has built more than two hundred miles of good roads 
in the past three years. 
This can be continued from year to year, 
and probably wovdd elicit no more objection than in the past, but 
the proposal to issue bonds in the sum above mentioned is submitted 
to decrease this annual cost. 
Tho levy necessary to care for these 
bonds would amount to only two cents on the hundred dollars and 
the roads would all be built at once, witli the cost (covered by the two- 
cent levy) distributed over approximately forty years. 
This simply 
means that by "Voting the bonds, the annual county tax for permanent 
road improvements would be decreased from twenty-six cents to two 
cents. 
Tiiat ought to appeal to any tax-payer.—Azusa Pomotropie.

Thousands of blank-birds, on their 
way in 
from the grain-fields 
o 
n 
the 
south of Covina each night, are respon­ 
sible for a real grief for the "trouble 
shooter" of the Home Telephone Com­ 
pany of Covina. 


At a point opposite the ranch of 
George Griffiths on the Lark Ellen 
boulevard, the birdH come in clouds to 
roost on the wires. 
John Bixby, Jr., 
expert cradicator of telephone troubles, 
says that the advance guard arrives 
every night at precisely 0:05 o'clock, 
with perhaps ten seconds of variation, 
not more, and as the flocks settle on 
the wires the trunk-line to Puente is 
borne down until it is tangled with 
telegraph and telephone wires. Im­ 
mediately the operators begin to yell 
trouble for the line between Covina 
and Puente. 


So great is the weight of these thou­ 
sands of birdH, the wires are sometimes 
sagged so much as to put them entirely 
out of com 
minion, 


" I t is half-way resting place of the 
blackbirds, on their wny to sleep in the 
orange groves, afte* a day of clean­ 
ing up weed-seed and grain on the va­ 
cant land south of Covina," said Mana­ 
ger Frank Wright. 
You may think 
this bird story is a bird, but it is cost­ 
ing us some few dollars, and a lot 
of people are backsliding froln Sunduy 
school on nccount of the irritation of 
interrupted telephone service. Ho, you 
can sec how serious it is." 


On Wednesday of this week Manager 
AVright conceived the idea of putting 
up flume-colored rags on .sticks tit the 
tops of the poles. 
This was done by 
the trouble shooter, but when the birds 
arrived he noticed that each one select­ 
ed bright bits of the rags and carried 
them away for inside linings of their 
nests. At least, that is what ho figured 
out to be going on. 


Then Frank Wright had an idea that 
if ho put up a lot of German flags 
the birds would fly high over tho wires, 


t and ho spent two' days in Los Angeles 
collecting 
theso 
flags 
from 
various 
stores and other sources. He had to 
lick two Englishmen on hi* way out 
to Covina with his bundlo of flags, and 
when ho got thorn in place tho birds 
remained on tho wires for two hours, 
rehearsing "Die Wacht Am Rhine." 


"Everything 
else 
having 
failed, 
we're going to take shot-guns down 
there and keep shooting until tho birds 
learn to fly over the wires without 
stopping for a rest," said Manager 
Wright. The birds are a serious nuis­ 
ance, the manager says. 


Distinguished Chinese visitors, recog­ 
nized to be the real higher-ups of the 
great Celestial empire, have boon visit­ 
ors in Covina this week, attracted here 
because of an interest in the crops and 
business of the valley. 


The three men of most distinguished 
positions are K. H. Tu, Wen Yu Lu and 
Chi Tai Chen, members of the Imperial 
Chinese Agricultural Commission, who 
have come direct from the Chinese uni­ 
versities to spend considerable time at 
the two expositions here, and to study 
the country for information in fruits 
and general agriculture. 


The visitors were attracted to Co­ 
vina 
through 
correspondence 
with 
Editor John Bixby of the magazine 
called the Western Honey Bee, which 
is printed in Covina, where the editor 
lives and conducts an apiary. 
Editor 
Bixby spent a day showing them the 
bee ranches in this district and in the 
canyons, and also put them into the 
hands of ranchers and shippers in the 
orange industry. 


While here the men stated that there 
is a considerable 
amount of citrus 
fruits grown in China, but that it is 
scattered through the empire in very 
small 
patches. 
Director Tu of the 
Chinese university of agriculture said 
that his- countrymen raised fruit from 
a few trees where climate was favor­ 
able, and that no attempt had been 
made to proprfgatc good varieties. Most 
of the Chinese fruit is of the old seed­ 
ling type. 


The visitors made arrangements to 
have shipped to them a consignment 
of bulled seed-stock raised here in Co­ 
vina, comprising the varieties of navels 
anil vnlencias. 
These will be planted 
at the university experiment stations 
and will be sent out over the Chinese 
empire.

RESTOCKED WITH TROUT 
(Azusa Pomotropic.) 


The shipmont of trout from the state 
fish hatchery at Hisson arrived in A/.usa 
Thursday morning and was delivered 
to It. M. Follows. Owing to a delay of 
one 'day on tho road about r>!>,000 of 
these fish were dead when they arrived. 
The balance of .120,000 were transferred 
to wagons and started up the canyon. 


One planting party traveled up the 
ftast Fork as far as Cattle canyon and 
the other up tho West. Fork as far as 
Cold Brook Camp., The planting start­ 
ed at the headgate in the main river. 
Six wagons were required to handle the 
forty cans ir which tho fish nrrivod. It 
is probable that several thousand more 
of the fish will have died before they 
can be put /in tho water, as a result 
of the long dolay in their shipment. 
To make up for this, an additional 
shipment is expected to arrive in 
Azusa about the middle of the month.

NEW WAYS TO EAT LEMON* 


In order that tho market for Califor 
nia lemons may bo a year-in, day-in and 
day-out sort of nn affair, instead of do 
""jVciiuVitt"*1?pui» hut 'ai'iitJjti iu.-.i-.->«;j- 
shine, citrus growors have agreed to 
contribute the sum of four cents' a box 
-during the coming season towards ad- 
'• vevtiaing lemons as n fruit to bo used 
every month in thc year. Four conts a 
box sounds little enough, but-it is esti­ 
mated that the total amount thus rais­ 
ed for publicity purposes will bo close 
to $200,000. 
To secure a market with the minimum 
of fluctuation is tho uim not only of 
lemon growors, but of nearly every 
concern whose product is seemingly 
governed by climatic conditions. A 
problem that came up to the makers of 
an electric iron, ut the beginning of 
their career, was to create nn all-year 
demand for their product, first adver­ 
tised us u summer substitute for irons 
heated by coal or gas fires. A great ad­ 
vertising campaign first demonstrated 
tho value of tho iron us a Christinas 
gift, lator as a constant household nec­ 
essity, until now tho sales records show 
little fluctuation from winter to sum­ 
mer.

V that 48,000 cars of fruit would repres­ 
ent 'the shipments this year, an esti- 
mato of 2800 cars has been placed on

change. This is the same as was esti­ 
mated last year; and is taken from the 
various packing house estimates which 
have been turned in. Locally, the esti­ 
mate for the Azusa Citrus association 
is 450 cars and for the Foothill Citrus 
association is 350 cars. This is about 
what was shipped last year, 
1 but pros­ 
pects for the following crop look much 
better at this time. 


The present navel crop is estimated 
to be a light one and the prices which 
this fr<iit .will bring will be lower than 
the present Valencia price, for several 
reasons. 
Just nb"W the late Valencia 
crop is being pushed on the 
market 
too fast, 
according 
to daily 
reports, 


1 as considerably 
more fruit 
is 
going 
east than is being sold. 
This will soon 
drag down the price. 
A little 
later 
the northern fruit, estimated at about 
4000 cars, will be started to meet the 
holMay 
demand. 
This will 
probably 
all be marketed by. the latter part of 
January and will be in the east at the 
time the navel crop is started.

On Walnut Culture 


(Written b y Leonard 
Coates for 
the 
California Cultivator). 


.Opinions as to the successful culture 
of. the, walnut'.are exceedingly varied, 
i^!t>f??a*4..jtt »Mk«Ai»»«. divergence of - opinion 
w|iich causes many persons to hesitate 
Bifore^planting a walnut orchard. With 


the^ 
existing facts, however, it is no 
\longer necessary to regard walnut cul­ 
ture as prone to moie uncertainties or 
vicissitudes than any other fruit 
tree 
crop. 


The 
earlier practice 
was 
to 
grow 
trees as seodlings, and 
the 
orchards 
thus raised produced nuts of all types 
and grades. By selection, these types 
were improved, until, in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, some of these seedlings became 


80 
near to yielding a nut which mot 
the market requirements as standard, 
and were grafted from, to insure exact 
perpotuation of the variety. Of these, 
perhaps the most prominent is the Pla- 
centia Perfection, which is now grown 


. commercially on a very large scale and 
is the variety which has done so much 
towards the permanent 
establishment 
of the industry in California. 


The 
walnut 
blight, 
which 
affects, 
more or less, all of tho varieties of 
this strain, caused growers to endeavor 
to find a walnut which was resistant 
to this disease, while possessing

Walnuts were formerly all on their 
own roots, which is still tho practice 
in Europe. 
It has boon found that in 
California the native black walnut gen­ 
erally liiakos" the best stock. The east­ 
ern black .walnut is a good stock, in 
very moist soils, and the English, or 
" o w n r o o t " of ten. makes a better tree 
under these conditions than tho native 
species. Several hybrids are used, with 
varying success. Instances of abnormal 
growth always imply unusually favor­ 
able conditions. Nothing is better than 
a selectod seedling of the 
California 
black walnut as a stock under tho av­ 
erage existing conditions. 


Propagating is done by grafting and 
budding. The latter has not been wide­ 
ly 
successful, 
although 
in 
our 
own 
grounds we get 00 per cent to 05 per 
cent stand with buds, either on large 
or small stocks. Wo bud twice in the 
year, in June, with buds of previous 
season's 
growth, 
and 
in 
September, 
with those of current season. There are 
many details in both tho 
preparation 
of buds and stocks which are essential 
to success which could not be explained 
in a brief article, and oven then, pniC' 
tico and patience can alone inoko per 
feet.

As materially as­ 
sisting in this disease of resistance, it 
•was found to bo ^necessary to discover

conclusive. Therefore the French varie­ 
ties or their seedlings are the only ones 
considered in Northern California. 
In 
the south, some of these French varie­ 
ties do not meet with approval, so that 
in the broad question of variety, we 
are yet somewhat in the experimental 
stage. 
For this reason, and to avoid 
being partial, it is almost 
impossible 
to suggest the best variation for South­ 
ern California. In the north, where the 
industry is comparatively small at pres­ 
ent, only the French varieties or their 
seedlings have any chance of success. 
Of 
these 
the 
Mayette, 
Franquette, 
Chaberte, Parisienne, are types. 
The 
Mayette type stands at the head, as 
illustrating the true Grenoble walnut.

have a great abundance of fruit spurs 
close in on the main limbs, and be a 
very profitable erop within ten years. 
A future 
owner, in
